Amount In B.C, ‘Totalling $441,222 Up 
' ‘To June Last © 

Ottawa, Ont.—Old age pensions to- 
talling $441,222 had been paid up to 
June last, to 3,150 persons in Britisti 
Columbia who had taken advantage 
of the scheme, according to statistics 
just compiled by the department of 
labor. Of this amount the federal 
government paid one-half. 

British Columbia’s pensioners 
comprised 22 per cent. of the popu- 
lation of that province over 70 years 
of age. The average monthly pension 
was $17.47, the pensioneerg being di- 
yided».as 1,871 males and 1,279 
females.
